BOARD OF TRADE 
PREPARES CASE 


To Deal with G. T. P. Agreement 
and the C. P. R. Entrance 


The civic interests committee of the 
board of trade met on Saturday even- 
ing and took up the question of the 
cases to be presented to the raiiway 
commission. The ‘board accepted with 
minor amendments a report presented 
by Mr. Short dealing with the G.T.P. 
agreement and the C.P.R. entrance. 
Summarized the board’s case is: 

1, That the the prior rights of the 
C.N.R. be respected. 

2. That 
be allowed against that railway and 
to 


no unfair discrimination 


no exclusive privileges granted 
either. 

3. That the city have the right to 
stand impartial before the board of 


Railway Commissioners or the CGov- 


ernment. 
4. The use of streets restricted to 
that provided for in the provisional 


agreement at ‘'east, and to be free 


to demand protection when the same 


becomes necessary without expense 


to the city. : 

5. The permanence clause of the 
provisional agreement be restored, so 
as to prevent inter alia, the future 
hold-up of “the city, on a threat to 
remove. 

6. That if the city must make a 
further contribution (The — right-of- 
way will now have to be secured at 
$80,000, or upwards), that such ad- 
ditional cost be employed in secur- 
ing additional space along side — the 

N. R. yards and that joint ter- 
minals be made the condition of tnis 
further contribution by the city. 

7. A union station as outlined in 
the provisional agreement to which 
the C.P.R. shall be compelled to 
come when entering the city. 

8. Such further relief as the com- 
mission may see fit to grant. 

Dealing with the entrance of the C. 
P.R., the report conteins the follow- 
ing demands: 

Inasmueh as the C. P. R. proposes | 
to enter Edmonton through the best 
residential section thereof and to 
cross streets and in particular the 
main streets of the city, thereby ent- 
ting the town into four sections,, to 
the detriment of the established inter- 
ests, this board demands : — 

1. That the C. P. R. povide either 
a subway or overhead bridge for 
each street crossed as may he,found 
best between the river and McKen- 
zie avenue. 

2. That the use of the whistle and 
between these limits be forbid- 


3. That smokeless coal be used in 
this limit or an equally inoffensive 
motive power be used.

Lumsden, Sask., Sept. 8.—_Numercus 
prairie fires are raging in this locality. 
Three farmers, Kittson and Johnston 
brothers, north of here, lost their en- 
tire crop of 2,000 acres, impiements, 
barns and ten head of mules. On 
Thursday, Charles Walladce, and Frank 
Page, south of the town, lost sixty-five 
acres of wheat. The blaze started 
from a threshing engine. A fierce 
wind was prevailing at the time and 
there was no water on hand. 

John Luvstig , northwest of here, 
lost his entire crop of whet. His 
neighbor saw the fire coming in th?
